WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
— President Roosevelt has ap- 
proved the temporary suspension 
of all pending and future Federal 
Court investigations, prosecutions 
or suits under the anti-trust laws 
where it is shown that the action 
would interfere with the war ef- 


fort. 

The President's action was made 
public by the White House today 
in an exchange of letters by Attor- 
ney General Biddle, Secretary of 
War Stimson, Secretary of the 
Navy Knox and Thurman Arnold, 
Assistant Attorney General in 
charge of anti-trust prosecutions. 


The four officials notified the 
President of the plan in a memo- 
randum March 20. Roosevelt gave 
his approval the same day. 

The memorandum said that in 
the present all-out effort to pro- 
duce a maximum amount of weap- 
éns; quickly and uninterruptedly, 
afiti-trust investigations, suits and 
prosecutions “unavoidably con- 
sume the time of executives and 
employes of those corporations 
which are engaged in war work.” 


Against National Interest. - 


“In those cases,” the memoran- 
dum added, “we believe that con- 
tinuing such prosecutions at this 
time will be contrary to the na- 
tional interest and security.” How- 
ever, the memorandum asserted, 
care will be taken to see that no 
one who has violated the law will 
escape “ultimate investigation and 
prosecution,” and that no such 
persons will be permitted to post- 
pone investigation or prosecution 
“under a false pretext” that his 
undivided time is necessary to the 
war effort. “It must be prepon- 
derantly clear that the progress 
of the war effort is being imped- 
ed,” the four officials said. 

No one who has sought actually 
to defraud the Government, they 
added, shall obtain any postpone- 
ment of investigation or prosecu- 
tion “in any event.” 

The new policy, it was empha- 
tized, does not mean the exonera- 
tion of the individual or corpora- 
tion where deferment or adjourn- 
ment of an action is ordered. On 
the contrary, “as soon as it ap- 
pears that it will no longer inter- 
fere with war production, the At- 
torney General will proceed.” 

To make certain that no one es- 
capes under the statute of limita- 
tions, officials said Congress would 

asked to pass “an appropriate 
extension of the statute.”

NTNANARA TO ASK 
SOURTTOEND BAD 
JURY UST SYSTEM 


Commissioner Says His 
Office Has ‘Terrible 
Time’ With Politically 
Appointed Compilers. 


Jury Commissioner Patrick J, 
McNamara will ask the Circuit 
Judges to abolish the present prac- 
tice of compiling jury lists through 
@ canvass conducted every two 
years by politically appointed tem- 
porary’ $5-a-day ‘employes, a sys- 
tem” which, he said, has proved 
“unquestionably bad.” 

McNamara, convalescing at a 
Wisconsin health resort, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
his office had a “terribie time” 
with some of the jury canvassers. 


He thought there should be a per- 
manent staff of five canvassers, 
‘McNamara’s views were sought 
in view of recent criticism of the 
St. Louis jury’ selection system 
which followed the acquittal of 
Earl Jenkins, business agent of 
the, Hodcarriers, Building and 
Laborers’ Union, charged 
with stealing $151,355 of its funds. 
“Dnquestionably Bad.” 
‘He explained that every two 
years about 40 canvassers are ap- 
pointed to compile the list from 
which juries in the succeeding two 
years are selected. In practite 
each of the 18 Circuit Judges gets 
to name two of the canvassers, and 
several are appointed by McNa- 
mara. 


“It’s an old system, and it’s un- 
questionably a bad one,” McNa- 
mara said. “Naturally, it makes 
the selection of jury canvassers a 
litical matter. Sometimes we 
ve a terrible time with them. 
Often they'll work a week and 
quit, or get drunk, or in some oth- 
er trouble, and have to be, fired. 

“How can you expect to have an 
efficient system,” he asked, “when 
you fire canvassers soon after they 
learn what it is all about?” A jury 
canvasser’s job lasts about two 
months. 

> Relies on Judges. 

Under the present system, McNa- 
mara said, the Jury Commission- 
er’s office relies on the Circuit 
Judges to vouch for the qualifica- 
tions and character of the can- 
vassers. The Judges, in turn, often 
rely on the word of some member 
of the City Committee, whose chief 
interest may be in getting a job 
for one of his followers.

Capt. Elliott Vandevanter Jr., pi- 
lot of an American Flying}Fortress 
credited with sinking at least. one 
Japanese transport and damaging 
three enemy destroyers in action in 
the Pacific, arrived in St. Louis 
last night. :

Col. and Mrs. Elliott Vandeventer 
Sr. 4402 McPherson erase, As 
soon as he arrived home, Capt. 
Vandevanter got out of his -uni- 
form and relaxed happily in- his 
younger brotHer’s gray - flannel 
trousers, fotir inches too short for 
his long legs; ahd a white shirt. 

Capt. Vandevanter said ‘his plane 
was flying alqné several days after 
the war began when its bombs were 
Observed to fall near the transport 
and two destroyers. “We believe 
the transport went down’ and we 
also think the two destroyers were 
damaged. It’s hard to tell exactly 
the damage you've done because 
you can’t afford to wait around 
and a Fortress flies at a very high 
altitude,” he explained. 

| Fought in Java. 

After leaving the Philippines, 
Capt. Vandeventer went to Java, 
where he saw the Dutch destroy 
their oil refineries. His plane took 
‘part singly and with a squadron in 
the Battle of Macassar Straits, In 
this campaign the third destroyer 
was believed damaged by his 
bomber, 

Although he has had few en- 
counters with Japanese fighter 
planes, Capt. Vandevanter describes 
the Japanese flyers as “prettty 
good,” adding they are “not sui- 
cidal.” 

Capt. Vandevanter was at the 
controls of a Fortress in.the first 
American bombing raid of the war 
—on a Japanese landing party at 
Vigan on Luzon. 

Several ships were struck by 
American bombs, but Capt Vande- 
vanter saw none of that. The 
pilot seldom sees what happens, he 
explained, because he is too busy 
with the controls. 

“We encountered considerable 
anti-aircraft. fire,” he recalled, 
“and it struck me as funny when 
the co-pilot grabbed me by the arm 
and yelled, ‘Damn, they’re shoot- 
ing at us’ We were under fire 


that time about four or five min-. 


utes, but it seemed a much longer 


time.” 
His Greatest Scare. 

“My greatest scare so far in the 
war was when we were just above 
our target, an airport, and two of. 
our four engines cut out. We were 
at a high altitude, and tried to 
glide into some sort of recovery. 
As we fell, the motors cut back 
in and we were able to accomplish 
our mission.”

Chairman Cannon (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee told reporters that “while 
the objective is splendid, the 
amendment is absolutely unwork- 
able” and would have to be revised 
in the Senate. 

Language of Amendment, 

The amendment said this: 

“No part of any appropriation 
contained in this act shall be avail- 
able to pay that portion of a con- 
tract for construction of any char- 
acter and (or) procurement of ma- 
terial and supplies for either the 
military Or naval establishments, 
designated as ‘final’ payment’ to 
any contractor who fails to file 
with the proctiring agency a cer- 
tificate of codts and an agréement 
for renegotiation of contract and 


reimbursement of profits in excess 


of 6 per cent.” * 

The.bill would provide funds for 
31,070 new war ‘planes and scores 
6f other combat equipment’ and 
supplies. All but about one billion 
dollars: will be spent for the Army, 
with the Air Corps taking half of 
the sum for planes and correlary 
supplies and parts as another step 
in President Roosevelt's announced 
goal of 60,000 planes this year and 
125,000 planes in. 1943.

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CHINESE 
BATTLE PANES 


Heavy. Casualties Inflicted 


‘ Lines. 


(AP).—iBtter hand-to-hand fight- 
ing between Chinese defenders of 
Burma and Japanese troops which 
infiltrated the southwest corner of 


Chinese high command commu- 
nique issued at Chungking. 

The heaviest attack on the key 
Burmese Railway point 120 miles 
north of Rangoon was from the 
south, the Chinese said. 
Considerable casualties were in- 
flicted on the invaders in South- 
west Toungoo, and the fighting 
was growing more ‘violent, the 
communique. added. 

Previously the Chinese, who are 
holding the Eastern section of the 
Allied defense linesX had cleared 
the airport north of Toungoo of 
Japanese who had captured it. Ar- 
rival of reinforcements for the 


troops under command of Lieut. 
Gen, Joseph W., Stilwell improved 
their situation. 

. British Straighten Lines. 
British forces defending the Cen- 
tral Burma oil fields effected a 
straightening of their. lines today 
in the Prome area on ‘their right 
flank. 


The maneuver, involving a slight 
withdrawal caused by earlier Japa- 
nese advances on the Allied left 
about Toungoo, was effected with- 
out a.amjor contact with the Japa- 
nese; only “large parties of mixed 
Burmans, Japanese and local. free- 
booters” were reported active in 
the area. But the Allied lines in 
that sector had stretched approxi- 
mately 40 miles south of a line 
through Toungoo and were. en- 
dangered by the possibility of a 
sudden westward thrust by the in- 
vaders. 
The British lines were said to be 
still well in front of Prome, pro- 
tecting the Yenangyaung oil fields 
to the north. 

Recapture of Airport. 
The Chinese in the Toungoo 
sector were encircled Wednesday 
after Japanese forces, pénetrating 
the Yoma area, circled behind 
Toungoo and captured the airport 
north of the city. 

The Chinese, however, later 
wiped out the Japanese airport 
‘expedition of about 1000 men, 
fought off enemy reinforcements

(AP).—Two Japanese. naval . of- 
ficers posing as farmers were, ar- 
rested at the port city of Belem 
and large caches, of Japanese.arms 
were uncovered .today in the in- 
terior state of Sao’ Paulo, hotbed 
of “fifth .columnists,” by. Brazilian

Subhas Chandra Bose One of 11 
Victims in Plane, Vichy 


Radio Says. 

NEW YORK, March 28 (AP).— 
The Vichy radio said tonight that 
Subhas Chandra Bose, pro-Axis 
Indian Nationalist, had been killed 
in an airplane crash off the Japa- 
nese coast, CBS reported. 

The Tokyo radio said yesterday 
that a plane bearing 11 persons, 
including four Indians en route to 
an “Indian independence” confer- 
ence in Tokyo, was missing and 
that all aboard were believed dead 
but it made no mention of Bose, 

A subsequent Berlin broadcast 
identified the Indians in this party 
as residents of Malaya and Thai- 
land, — i 

Bose, former Mayor of Calcutta 
who fled to Axis territory some 
time ago, broadcast an appeal 
from Berlin on March 14 to In- 
dians to revolt.

NORFOLK, Va., March 28 (AP). 
—His ship aflame in a sea of biaz- 
ing oil after it was torpedoed by 
an Axis submarine off the Atlantic 
Coast Thursday, Able Seaman Os- 
car G. Chappell burned to death 
at the helm while keeping the ves- 
sel headed into the wind to give 
his shipmates on the forecastle a 
chance to escape. .

Fire broke out on the bridge im- 
mediately after the first torpedo 
struck, said First Assistant Engi- 
neer William R. Wolfe of Neder- 
land, Tex. “The flames enveloped 
the whole bridge. Oil on the water

All 
four of them drifted into the 
flames. There were seven men on 
my raft.

The British acknowledged the 
sortie was made “not without some 
casualties” and indicated some of 
those lost may have been aboard 
the destroyer. 

“The majority of the Campbel- 
town's crew were evacuated by mo- 
tor launches,” the communique

4 Minutes Off Schedule. 

“A signal has been received from 
the St. Nazaire raiding force, which 
is returning safely from the raid, 
saying that HMS Campbeltown ran 
the main dock gate at 1:34 this

Return to Open Field 
Fighting in Attempt to 
Gain New Footholds —

MOSCOW, March 28 (AP),— 
Driven back on the defense of 
fortified villages and cities by the 
Soviet winter offensive, the Ger- 
man armies have switched tactics 
to open-field fighting in savage 
counterattacks aimed at shaking 
off the Russians’ grip and gaining 
fresh footholds for a spring push. 

That was the picture of the mili- 
tary situation as it was drawn to- 
night both by an authoritative for- 
eign military source who has been | 
with the Red Army at the front, ; 
and by the army newspaper Red 
Star. 

Eeach reported the Nazis, on all 
sectors of the long front, were 
counterattacking furiously at tre- 
mendous cost in this all-for-noth- 
ing effort to regain the initiative.

Both said the initiative still was 
firmly held by the Russians and 
that the present German.

Second Front Needed. 

While the foreign. military ob- 
server expressed the utmost confi- 
dence in the current Soviet cam- 
paign with its constant threat of 
outflanking and encircling the 
Germans, he declared that it would 
be essential for the Allies to open 
a seconid front against the Nazis 
in order to enable the Red Army 
to ar a knockout blow this 


F The possibility that the Russians 
already may be paving the way for 
a second front was indicated in 
reports that Soviet warships have 
carried out a surprise troop land- 
ing behind the German lines in the 
Murmansk area north of the Arc- 
tic Circle. Murmansk itself is a 
vital Soviet receiving port fpr sup- 
plies from Britain and the nited. 
States. 

(Most observers consider an 
Allied drive through Northern 
Norway and Finland as the most 
feasible means of creating a new 
front—one that would attack the 
rear of the Germans’ far northern 
flank and simultaneously aim: at 
union with the Soviet forces in 
that area.)

More than 500 miles to the south,

For the fourth successive day of 
the recently renewed aerial on- 
slaught on Corregidor and adjacent 
island fortifications which bar 
Japanese use of Manila Bay, Corre- 
gidor was under almost continuous 
bombartment Friday afternoon.

The President’s Reply Approving Proposal. 


I approve of the procedure out- 
lined in your memorandum to me 
dated March 20, 1942. If it is true 
that any substantial slowing-up of 
war production is being occasioned 
by anti-trust suits, prosecutions or 
court investigations, then the war 
effort must come first and every- 
thing else must wait, For unless 
that effort is successful, the anti- 
trust laws, as indeed all American 
institutions, will become quite 
academic. ⸗ 

No one, of course, should be per- 
mitted to escape ultimate prosecu- 
tion for any violation of law. I 
am sure that the Departments of 
Justice, War and Navy will all co- 
operate so that the needs of the 
war will not be hampered by these 
court investigations, suits or prose- 
cutions, but that at the same time 
the crisis of war will not be used 
as a means of avoiding just penal- 
ties for any wrongdoing. In other 
words, it must be made very clear 
that the war effort is being im- 
peded. No right-minded person, 
or any one who is conscious of 
what is at stake, should use the 
nation’s extremities as an excuse 
to violate any statute. 

Nor indeed should there be any 
deferment or adjournment of any 
court investigation, prosecution or 
suit unless, after a study and ex- 
amination with the Attorney Gen- 


eral in each specific case, the Sec- 'ER314 


retary of War or of the Navy is 
satisfied that the war effort will 
be jeopardized at this time unless 
such course is followed. 


I note from your memorandum

IN ARMS PLANT EXPLOSION 


One Small Building at 
Demolished

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 28 
(AP).—Six persons were missing, 
presumably killed, today after an 
explosion and fire that demolished 
a small brick building of the Rem- 
ington Arms Co. plant, one of the 
nation’s biggest munitions centers. 

A company officer reported to- 


night, seven and a half hours 
after the explosion, that no bodies 
had as yet been recovered from 
the wrecked building, but added 
that a careful check had failed to 
locate any of the six missing work- 
ers, three women and three men, 
either at their homes or in hos- 
pitals. : 
25 Workers Injured. 

More than 25 other workers 
were listed as injured in the blast 
which shook the huge munitions 
plant about 2 p, m., sent bullets 
whizzing through the _ vicinity, 
touched off a general fire alarm 
and brought a rush of ambulances 
to the scene. A freight car and an 
automobile were also destroyed. 

Most of the injured, cut by fly- 
ing glass, worked in an adjoining 
building where windows and sky- 
lights were shattered: About 25 
other employes were treated for 
shock at the company’s emer- 
gency hospitals. 

The first explosion, followed by 
a series of smaller blasts, started 
a fire in the ruins of the building, 
used for packing and shipping am-

At the time of this interview 
Nehru still had not been acquaint- 
ed with the nature of the Cripps 
proposals, and was simply elaborat- 
ing what he considers the un- 
compromisable, basic platforms of 
the nationalist movement. He 
hazarded the guess that London’s 
project would “contain some 
clause to avoid the Hindu-Mosiem 
issue altogether, because “they (the 
British) do not quite know what 
to do with it.” 


Views on Civil War. 

“Do you think that Jinnah can 
prevent general Moslem accept- 
ance of any scheme that excludes 
Pakistan?” 

“IT do not think so,” answered the 
Hindu leader. “Suppose British 
domination ends. The Hindus and 
Moslems must come to an agree- 
ment or have civil war. Now a 
third party keeps the communal 
problem alive without solving it. 
If it is left to the Indians, the prob- 
lem must be faced. 

“tT am sure Jinnah would not wel- 
come a civil war to solve it.” — 
The Congress leader seemed 
weighed down by resignation to 
events already beyond forestalling.

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George VI Says 
Allies Are Near 
‘Top of the Hill’ 


‘No Peace Until 
Wicked Forces Are 
Cast Down,’ King 


Declares. 


LONDON, March 28 (AP). 
ING GEORGE VI told his 
K peopte in a broadcast tonight 
—on the eve of an empire day 
of prayer—that, “there can be no 
peace until the wicked forces that 
have wrecked the world are cast 
down and utterly destroyed.” 
He said there were “moments, 
no doubt, when some of us may 
not feel as fresh as we were two 
and a half years ago when we 
started at the bottom of the hill. 
“But don’t forget that we are 
also much nearer the top.” 
The text of the King’s address: 

“Since I last spoke to you, we 
have been through very hard and 
anxious times. We have shared the 
anguish of the peoples who, hav- 
ing long enjoyed peace and pros- 
perity under our flag, are now 
subjected to all the horrors of war. 
“Our hearts go out to our com- 
rades in Australia, New Zealand, 
India and Burma in their hour of 
trial.

T of 120,000 men move north and 
front the American lines across 
the San Francisco peninsula simul- 
taneously as the northern Japanese 
Army of 50,000 move south and 
front the American force ‘extend- 
ing westward from San Rafael. Al- 
lowing (this is in 1909) 2000 men 
per mile in the defensive works, 
the American forces would ap- 
proximate 70,000 on the south line 
and 30,000 on the north. The Japa- 
nese could: — 

(1) Simultaneously attack both 
positions—on the north, 50,000 Jap- 
anese regulars against less than 
10,000 American regulars and 20,- 
000 militia on lines 15 miles in ex- 
tent; on the south, 120,000 Japanese 
regulars against less than 25,000 
American regulars and 45,000 mili- 
tia on lines over 30 miles in ex- 
tent. 

(2) Leaving a sufficient force 
before the American north line, so 
as to prevent any aggressive ac- 
tion and to take advantage of any 
retrograde movement, the balance 
of the northern Japanese Army.to 
reinforce the southern army by 
Point Costa, Oakland, and Niles, 
their combined forces assaulting 
the American defenses on the 
south. 

(3) Leaving a sufficient . force 
before the American southern lines, 
so as to prevent any aggressive 
action and to take advantage of 
any retrograde movement, the bal- 
ance of the southern army to rein- 
force the nerthern army, their com- 
bined forces assaulting the Ameri- 
can north line. In this movement 
the Japanese would have 100,000 
regulars to 10,000 American regu- 
lars and 20,000 militia. American 
defeat would give the Sausalito 
Peninsula into the hands of the 
Japanese and expose the city of 
San Francisco to a more com- 
plete destruction by bombardment 
than was recently brought about by 
earthquake and fire. (Today the 
airplane probably would increase 
the city’s danger). 

(4) The Japanese northern army 
remaining before the American 
north line, and the southern Japa- 
nese army, with the exception of 
one corps, remaining before the 
south lines. This detached corps, 
with siege batteries to occupy Oak- 
land and vicinity; and, if the Oak- 
land Mole has been destroyed, to 
seize Goat Island under cover of 
batteries placed on Point Gibbon.

It may be going too far to say 
that the United Nations can win 
this war in 1942, but. certainly 
they can make sure of winning it, 
The enemy will make a tremendous 
effort to reach the goals which 
circumstances set for his attain- 
ment. He knows as well as we 
that it is his last chance. There 
is no use wunder-estimating the 
power and the fury behind the 
blows which he will deliver, in 
the East arid in the West. 

But nothing can be more fatal 
than the assumption by the United 
Nations of a defensive attitude. 
Clearly, our major purposes in 
this year must be essentially de- 
fensive. We must prevent the 
enemy from doing certain things 
which he will try very hard to 
do. Barring internal collapse, on 
which it would be foolish to count, 
it does not seem likely that Ger- 
many can be decisively defeated 
this year. It is not certain that 
Japan can bedecisively defeated 
this year. But all this does not 
mean that we should leave the 
initiative to the Axis—quite the 


contrary. 


Offensive Spirit. 

In all that we do, and in all that 
Wwe plan to do, we should seek to 
cultivate the offensive spirit. The 
Axis still possesses a general su- 
periority of armament in the 
actual theaters of operation. This 
is a superiority which will dimin- 
ish as the year goes on and will 
have disappeared by 1943. This 
condition does not, however, pre- 
vent the United Nations from tak- 
ing offensive action in areas where 
they can obtain a: local superiority 
sufficient for the purpose, and es- 
pecially where they can use their 
command of the sea to effect 
surprise, 

The more such secondary offen- 
sives can be made effective, the 
more the Axis will be compelled 
to dissipate its resources in guard- 
ing its far-flung positions and lines 
of communication, and the less 
will be its concentrated striking 
power for its: main offensives 
against Russia and China.

It 
is equally obvious that many of 
the crucial decisions will have to 
be made by~ the President of the 
United States in allocating Ameri- 
can power and resources to the 
several theaters of operation, and 
particularly as between the Pa- 
cific and the European theaters. 

There is no escaping the fact 
that the major burden of the con- 
duct of this war now rests on the 
American people and their war 
leader, the President. This crucial 
year of 1942 will be one in which 
very strong representations will be 
made to the President by the va- 
rious interests involved, each seek- 
ing to obtain American aid in @ 
particular theater or enterprise.

He was born {in Philadelphia 
July 17, 1872. He was one of the 
“three fighting Blakelys,” sons of 
the late John Blakely, publisher 
of the old Philadelphia Evening 
Star. On his confirmation as Rear 
Admiral in 1926, he became one 
of the youngest officers ever to 
hold that rank in the American 
Navy. 

He served on the Yankee, Mer- 
rimac and New Orleans in the 
Spanish-American , war. He com- 
manded the cruiser Seattle in the 
first World War. From 1922 to 
1924 he commanded the Arizona, 
battleship sunk by the Japanese at 
Pearl Harbor last Dec. 7. 

He commanded the light cruiser 
division of the .Asiatic fleet from 
1927 to 1929, and the following year 
was in charge of the Fifteenth 
Naval District. He was a member 
of the Navy General Board for two 
years before his retirement.

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CHINA EXTENDS

CHUNGKING, March 28 (AP):— 
The Chinese Executive Yuan an- 
nounced a national general mobili- 
zation act today giving the Govern- 
ment almost unlimited power to 
conscript the country’s man power 
and material resources for an all- 
out effort against the Japanese. 

The announcement said the new 
act was the result of proposals 
made by Chiang Kai-shek, “who 
foresaw the present Pacific war 
and its effects on China’s situa- 
tion and had planned and prepared 
to meet them in anticipation of 
conditions now existing.”

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N avy Cross Recommended for 13 Who Stuck 
to Posts Under Gunfire and in Heat of 
Oil Fire in Harbor. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 2 
(AP).—The United States Marines, 
conspicuous in any battle as gal- 
lant warriors, produced a new list 
of heroes at Pearl Harbor. 


Maj. Gen. William P. Upshur, 
commanding the Department of 
the Pacific, said today 13 enlisted 
men in the Marine Corps had been 
recommended for the Navy Cross 
for bravery in action that Sunday, 
Dec. 7, when the Japs came. 

“During the early stages of the 
attack on Pearl Harbor,” the rec- 
ommendation said, “two destroyers 
were bombed and set afire while in 
drydock. The fuel oil which was 
liberated and ignited made a seeth- 
ing caldron of the dock. A battle- 
ship in the same dock was in a 
precarious position and exposed to 
serious damage by fire from the 
burning oil. The burning destroy- 
ers set off magaines, depth charges

they “set up their apparatus im- 
mediately upon call and remained 
at their stations until the fire was 
out. Even though exposed to the 
enemy bombardment, the fumes 
and heat of burning oil, and explo- 
sions in the destroyers, there was 
no flinching; although the men 
were knocked down several times 
by blasts,

That deputy is Martie (Murphy) 
Aboussie, 2721 Ann avenue, The 
name of Aboussie, a laborer at 
the small arms ammunition plant 
and member of Jenkins’ union, 
was presented by Judge McLaugh- 
lin, Judge McLaughlin said he 
made the recommendation for ap- 
pointment at the request of Henry 
E. Luaders, former superintendent 
of the municipal dog pound, now 
a steamfitter at the small arms 
plant and Democratic City Com- 
mitteeman for the Ninth Ward. 


Arrested for investigation eight 
times since 1933, often in the com- 
pany of Cuckoo gangsters, Abous- 
sie was arrested at 2 a, m. last 
March 19 as he ran from a tavern 
at 2320 South Jefferson avenue 
which had been forcibly entered. 
A policeman found him there and 
caught him as he tried to climb a’ 
fence at the back.

He is the sole 
judge of what constitutes a repre- 
sentative mumber, -and of. the 
qualifications of those he selects. 

When he reports that he has 
finished the canvass in the dis- 
trict to which he was first as- 
signed, another district is selected, 
and he goes to work there. He may 
enter any particular residence or 
business establishment in the 
course of his canvass, or pass it up, 
as his own inclination or discretion 
suggests.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 28 
(AP). — Resuming wholesale ar- 
rests of enemy nationals, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents and 
local police descended on Japa- 
nese colonies in 25 cities or towns 
in 13 northern California counties 
today. 

Their chief quarry were known 
members of the Shinto priesthood, 
members of the Military ~ Virtue 
Society, and officials of an organi- 
zation formed to collect funds for 
the Japanese army and navy. 

Meanwhile, construction crews 
under army direction worked to 
complete eight camps where 37,000 
Northern + California Japanese 
aliens and citizens will be as- 
sembled on their way to , new 
homes deeper in the interior. 

Nat Pieper, chief of the Fed- 
eral Bureau, Northern California 
division, described as potentially 
dangerous enemy aliens, those ar- 
rested today. : 

Among them were three priests 
of the Shinto sect’s Konkokys 
branch and two of its Tenrikyo de- 
nomination, 

“Investigation has disclosed that 
priests of the Tenrikyo church re- 
ceive instructions and supplies 
from their headquarters in Japan 
anc chat Konkokyo worshipers be- 
lieve their bodies belong to their 
god and their sovereign, who is 
emperor of Japan,” Pieper said. 

Today’s raids, the most wide- 
spread in this district since the 
Bureau apprehended 106 enemy 
aliens and seized great stores of 
contraband March 6, included at 
least one officer of the Military 
Virtue Society and one reserve of- 
ficer in the Japanese army.

_ governing the die- 
ltribution and use of War Ration 
Books, which will be issued to the 
public May 4, 5, 6 and 7, were 
made public by the St. Louis and 
St. Laule ‘Coun County Sugar Ration- 
ing boards at a joint meeting yes- 
terday in Civil Courts Building. 

Although sugar is the only com- 
modity to be rationed to consum- 
ers immediately, the same books of 
stamps will be used for any other 
commodity the Government may 
decide to ration im the. future, it 
was explained, 

The books, each containing 28 
consecutively numbered stamps, 
will be distributed at all public 
elementary schools in the city and 
county on the four designated 
dates. City schools will be open 
from 1 until 9 p. m. each day. The 
county Sugar Rationing Board, 
which will hold its first separate 
meeting tomorrow, probably will 


{adopt the same hours, 


Book for Each Individual. . 


One ration book will be issued 
for each individual, regardless of 
age. “One adult member of a fam- 
ily may register for all members, 
although servants or persons liv- 
ing in. the household who are not 
relatives. will have to register in- 
dividually, 

Each book will bear the hame, 
address and description of the in- 
dividual for whom it is issued, the 
signature of the registrar issuing 
it, and the signature of the person 
who applies for it. 

All retail sales of sugar will be 
stopped between April 28 and May 
5. After that date a purchaser 
must turn in one of the stamps 
when purchasing sugar. 
Two-Week Allotment Per Stamp. 

Each stamp authorizes the pur- 
chase of a two-week allotment of 
sugar for one person. It has not 
yet been determined by the Office 
7 |0f Price Administration whether 
the two-week supply will be one 
pound or one and a half pounds 
per person. 

Each stamp must be used in the 


}___|two-week period in which stamps 


bearing that mumber are valid: pur- 
chasers are not permitted to save 
stamps over a longer period to 
make a cumulative purchase. 

“It has been the habit of a great 
Many people to buy quantities of 
sugar infrequently, in fairly large 
amounts,” Edwin R. Meyer, chair- 
man of the St. Louis sugar ration- 
ing board, said in a statement is- 
sued on behalf of the city and 
county boards. 


Sugar as Needed. 


“If everyone buys sugar only as 
needed, ample supplies are avail- 
able and the housewife will find 
with the ration system that sugar 
will be waiting for her at the store 
as needed. While we realize that 
this will break a lifelong habit, we 
are confident that the patriotic 
#merican housewife who in the 
past has purchased her sugar in 
large quantities will gladly do this 
in order to be helpful in the war 
effort.” 

As for supplies of sugar on hand 
at the time of registration, each 
household is permitted to have two 
pounds per person without penalty. 


In addition, there maybe on. 


hand not more than four stamps’ 
worth of sugar—four or six pounds, 
depending upon the amount allo- 
cated per stamp—for each person 


jin the household, but in this case 


one, two, three or four stamps, de- 
pending on the exact amount of 
sugar, will be torn from the ration 


book before it is issued. Such, 
books will be invalid for the cor- 
responding number of weeks after 
rationing begins. 

If the supply. of sugar on hand 
is more than six or eight pounds 
per person, individuals in that 
household must register but will 
not receive ration books until the 
excess supply has been consumed. 

Suggestion as to Surpluses. 

Since it will then be necessary to 
go to the city or county ration- 
ing board office to obtain a book, 
Meyer urged persons with extra 
amounts of sugar to give it to 
charities or sell it to their friends. 


Persons found guilty of giving 
false information to obtain ration 
books, or otherwise violating the 
rationing regulations, may be pun- 
ished by 10 years’ imprisonment, 
a fine of $10,000, or both, 

“Rationing of sugar,” Meyer 
said, “is not occasioned by any 
expected shortage for the year 1942. 
It is necessitated by the fact that 
trasnportation difficulties make it 
necessary to spread the existing 
supply even over the year.” 

In order to assure an approx- 
imately equal number of regis- 
trants on each of the four days, 
those whose last names begin with 
the letter A through D are asked 
to apply on May 4, from E through 
J on May 5, from K througheR 
on May 6 and from §S through Z 
on May 7.

He contended: pilots of bombing 
planes have received too much 
public recognition for American 
air successes and that other crew 
members are not properly credited. 
“When a hit is scored, the bom- 
bardier is just as responsible as 
the pilot, while the navigator also 
is of utmost importance in the 
crew of eight men,” he said. “The 
gunners’ positions are by far the 
most dangerous. They take the 
fire,” he added. 

He believes the Flying Fortress 
is the best bomber that any na- 
tion has made to date, and thinks 
the American bombing technique 
is better than anyone anticipated. 
“The Japanese,” he said, “haven't 
got anything that we can’t pro- 
duce better and in larger quanti- 
ties, but the Japanese are not jok- 
ing in this war. They’re damned 
serious.”

The latter 
trick was discovered when the 
crew of a torpedoed ship observed 
that the fake buoy wag keeping 
pace with their ship. 

Victor Hoffman, East Prov- 
idence, R. I., jumped overboard 
wearing his hat. When brought 
to Norfolk, he still had the head- 
piece, which he said he planned 
to “put in the parlor in a glass 
case the way some people put 
their best silver.” . 


13 OF 36 ON U. S. 
SHIP ARE MISSING 


SAVANNAH, Ga. March 28 
(AP).— Twenty-three members of 
the crew of an American tanker 
torpedoed off the Atlantic coast 
reached safety here and many 
quickly declared they would return 
to the sea as soon as possible. 

Thirteen of the crew of 36 were 
missing and believed lost. 

The master, Capt. Carl A. Flaat- 
hen of Philadelphia, and his offi- 
cers- were among those who es- 
caped in a shower of fiery oil 
after two torpedoes smashed into 
the ship at night. 

The survivors got away from 
the swiftly sinking vessel in two 
lifeboats and two rafts and were 
picked up the next morning. 

While a rain of burning oil was 
coming down after the first blast, 
the ship’s radio succeeded in send- 
ing an SOS. 

“I was in. my bunk,” Walter 
Clark, an oiler, said in an inter- 
view, “when the first torpedo 
struck, the explosion went off 
right under me and to get on deck 
and to the boats, I got burned 
some going through the flaming 
oil that was raining straight 
down, 

James H. Cosgrove, veteran of 
17 years at sea, said: 

“I was blown over the side and 
all my clothes except my jacket 
were blown off me. I made a life 
raft and crawled aboard. I saw 
a few jump overboard when the 
second torpedo hit but we couldn't 
find any of them.’ 


AN EAST COAST CANADIAN 
PORT, March 28 (AP). — Thirty- 
four survivors from an Allied 
merchant ship torpedoed in the 
Western Atlantic have been 
brought to this port after drifting 
four and one-half days in _ their 
lifeboats. Two boatloads were res- 
cued by an Allied freighter. The 
ship’s third boat is still missing. 

Most of the crewmen were Orien- 
tals. None was seriously injured 
but all were suffering from ex- 


posure.

WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP). 
—The second War Powers Act, con- 
ferring wide emergency authority 
upon President Roosevelt and va- 
rious executive agencies was 


signed today. : 

The measure broadens and 
strengthens the President’s power 
to order priorities and allot raw 
materials in the manufacture and 
delivery of war products. A two- 
year prison term and $10,000 fine 
are provided for violations of pri- 
ority orders. 

In addition, the measure expands 
the President’s power to com- 
mandeer or requisition machines 
and property for use:-in the war 
effort, particularly his authority 
to seize machinery engaged in ci- 
vilian production and turn it to 
war manufactures. 

The measure also permits: 

The exemption of part time Gov- 
ernment workers, such as air raid 
wardens and draft board members, 
from the Hatch Act bar on politi- 
cal activity. 

The Government to seize and ex- 
amine the books of all Government 
contractors and subcontractors — 
looking to a more efficient control 
of profits, and possible savings on 

cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts. 

The Treasury to sell Government 
securities direct to the Federal Re- 
serve Banks to a maximum of 
five billion dollars. (Such Federal 
Reserve purchases must now be 
on the open bond market.) 

The coinage of ‘5-cent pieces of 
mixed silver and copper, so that 
the nickel ordinarily used may be 
diverted to war needs. 

The establishment of simplified

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INGREASE INCI) 
INFIRMARY FOOD 
BUDGET SOUGHT 


$104,000 More Asked for 
to Give Patients Better 
Meals — Other Improve- 
ments Planned, 


Budget requests of the City In- 
firmary and City Sanitarium for 
the coming fiscal year seek not} 
only to rehabilitate the deteriorat- 
ed buildings but also are intended 
to provide better care and treat- 
ment of the patients, superintend- 
ents of the institutions told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

Besides an increased allotment 
for building repair, John G. 
Bteinle, infirmary superintendent, 
is asking for a $104,000 increase in 
the allotment for food, pointing 
out that the average monthly ex- 
penditure for food per patient in 
1941 was only ‘$4.96, 

means that each patient 
got only four and one-half pounds 
of meat, fouf eggs, three-quarters 
of a pound of butter, 10 cents 
worth of fresh fruit, 67 cents 
worth of fresh vegetables and 23 
eents worth of canned vegetables 
a month,” Steinle said. 


High Rate of Emaciation. 

An examination of post-mortem 
records for five years, Steinle con- 
tinued, showed that 72 per cent of 
the patients who died at the in- 
firmary were suffering from ema- 
ciation, and that 16 1-3 per cent 
had pulmonary tuberculosis. 

Dr. Louis H. Kohler, superin- 
tendent of the sanitarium, who has 
asked for about $160,000 more than 
last year’s budget of $879,000 for 
his institution, said that 30 per 
cent of the increase would be re- 
quired to offset the rising prices 
ef commodities, principally food. 

About 60 per cent of the in- 
. Grease, Dr. Kohler added, has been 
earmarked for improvement of 
buildings and equipment, while the 
remaining 10 per cent would be 
used to augment personnel. He 
proposes to hire 26 more attend- 
ants and 25 more nurses.. 

3500 Sanitarium Patients. 

The sanitarium, with a capacity 
for 2370 patients, now has al- 
most 3500 patients. Dr. Kohler 
said he felt that additional per- 
sonnel would facilitate rehabilita- 
tion of curable patients and thus 
help to relieve crowded conditions. 

The infirmary has 895 patients, 
at present attended by one interne 
and an Isolation Hospital resident 
physician, who can be called on 
only in case of emergency. Steinle, 
who would employ a full-time 
physician, points out that the ma- 
jority of the infirmary patients are 
invalid or semi-invalid, rather than 
ambulatory indigents. 

When Steinle was appointed su- 
perintendent of the Infirmary last 
November, he found that 10 insane 
patients were being kept in a dark, 
isolated room. He promptly had 
them transferred to the Sanitari- 
um, he said, accepting in return 
Sanitarium patients who were ill, 
but not mentally so. 

Other Deficiencies. 

Other items in Steinle’s pro- 
posed budget would correct the 
following deficiencies: (1) lack of 
elothing and mattresses, some of 
which have been in continuous use 
for seven years; (2) obsolete and 
dangerous laundry equipment; (3) 
a frame _ recreation hall, which 
Steinle’s report terms a “fire trap,” 
and (4) lack of steam food vans,

175 Passengers Reach U. S. on Ship 
That Left Orient Day War Began 


Circuitous Voyage Made Through Enemy 
Seas—Sir Victor Sassoon, British Cap- 
italist, Among Those on Board. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., March 28 
(AP). — An American passenger 
ship which left the Far Hast Dec. 
7, the day the Japanese attacked 
Pearl Harbor, docked safely today 
after a secret circuitous voyage 
through enemy seas. 

Sir Vietor Sassoon, famous Brit- 
ish capitalist, and others of 175 
passengers aboard reported sight- 
ing Japanese bombing planes the 
first day out of port, but said they 
did not learn until they reached 
another port on Dec. 9 of the at- 
tack which took the United States 
into the war, 

Before leaving the latter port 
several days iater, passéngers 
pitched in to help 100 crewmen fill 
1000 sandbags to protect the ship’s 
superstructure from aerial] assault. 
As soon as they were at sea, they 
also helped the crew paint the ves- 
sel a sea-merging gray. 

_ Many Unscheduled Stops. 

Passengers reported that the ves- 
sel made many unscheduled stops 
as it dodged through the war 
zones. 

Sassoon, reputed one of the 
world’s wealthiest men, paid trib- 
ute to the British Empire's de- 
fenses in India. 

“There are a million fighting 
men down below,” he said, “and 
their fighting is magnificent.” 

Bert Brush of Tulsa, Ok., for 12 
years the drilling superintendent 
for Socony Vacuum Oil Co, in Su- 
matra, told of making the famous 
Sumatra field unfit for use by the 
Japanese. 

“The oil fields there had a value 
of many millions of dollars,” Brush 
said. “I put the wells completely 
out of business before the Jap- 
anese could reach them. The Jap- 
anese now have the fields but in 
my opinion they never will be able 
to put them back into production 
unless American men and equip- 
ment are used. It was quite a blow 
to the Japanese and I believe it 
would take highly technical Ameri- 
cans at least two years to replace 
the wells.” 


Mrs. Daniel De Luce, wife of an 
Asociated Press war correspondent 
in the Far East, returned to Amer- 
ica for the first time in three 
years. 

She said “The United Nations 
forces in the Burma-India theater 
of the war are depending on the 
United States for munitions. In 
fact, I don’t know what other res- 
ervoir of materials they would 
have access to.” 


Among her adventures during 
three years in Europe and the 
Middle East was an escape from 
Greece to Turkey in‘a sponge fish- 
erman’s boat while the Germans 
were completing their conquest of 
that country. 

She last saw her husband at 
Calcutta, before he flew to Burma 
to cover the Japanese assault on 
Rangoon.

Now, at last, the reality has made itself 
felt and this at a time when history has 
come to an about-face :. the Far East. It 
is one of those’ moments underscored by 
destiny which come at long intervals. At 
this moment, stepping on the stage that is 
India, the hot, dry, dusty, acrid, immensely 
lonely stage, is a solitary Englishman. If 
any actor ever had an entrance built for 
him, with a long roll of ominous drums, it is 
Sir Stafford Cripps who arrived in New Delhi 
this week on his mission to India. 


Britisher Without Any ‘Side’ 

and No Racial Prejudice. 

He is a spare, tallish Britisher without 
any “side,” with nothing of what is tradi- 
tiorally connoted by the phrase “the British 
in India.” There were two reasons why he 
went out to New Delhi. One was what his 
friend, Harold Laski, has called “‘his almost 
mythological reputation” which came out of 
his stay in Moscow. The other—and far 
more important—reason is his belief in the’ 
brotherhood of man. 

Cripps approaches the problem of India 
with no condescension whatsoever. His mind 
is free of the prejudices of the ordinary Eng- 
lishman—yes, of the ordinary westerner. In 
the light of Cripps’ Christianity whether a 
man’s skin is white or brown is of no mat- 
ter. 

Success in his present mission will take all 


his faith and a good deal of political skill 


and shrewdness to boot. It is not merely a 
matter of granting India independence, offer- 
ing it all neatly tied up in ribbons and tissue 
1~per. The Hindus want one kind of inde- 
pendence, the Moslems another, the untoucha- 
bles still another. Conflicting demands are 
clamorous at a moment when the peril from 
Japanese attack is gravest. 


Sir Stafford’s task is to unify these Indian 
forces in the face of common danger. To do 
that he must convince each group that it 
will achieve something approximating its de- 
sires. Prime Mifffster Winston Churchill has 
given Cripps a set of bargaining conditions 
of sufficient elasticity, it is presumed, to ena- 
ble him to meet from hour to hour the con- 
tingencies that arise. Sir Stafford has said 
that his stay in India will be short—not more 
than a fortnight—so that these critical days 
v.il] tell the tale, 


Indian Leaders, Gandhi 
and Nehru, His Friends. 


Fortunately Cripps is a longtime friend of 
India’s two great leaders—Mohandas Gandhi 
and Jawaharlal Nehru. These two men sum 
up the hopes of the Indian masses. No one 
in the Churchill Government, prior to Cripps’ 
appointment as Lord Privy Seal in the Cab- 
inet, could have met them on terms of friend- 
ly equality. Whether even Cripps can move 
the imperialists in London to grant India 
sufficient concessions at the same time that 
he tries to compose deep internal dissen- 
sions, is a large question. 


First fruit of his mission was the sum- 
moning of the executive committee of the 
Hindu-dominated All-India Congress to con- 
sider the British plan today. The Moslem 
League’s Working Committee took up the: 
proposal Friday and the same day Cripps 
conferred with Gandhi: for more than two 
hours.

This is only the second time that Cripps 
has been in India. It must have been an 
intuitive sense of what lay ahead that took 
him there in the winter of 1939, the winter 
of the “phony” war. Looking about him in 
London, and finding no useful service he 
could perform, he started on a tour of the 
world. In the course of the tour, covering 


40,000 miles, he laid the groundwork for all | 


| that he has done since. He visited China, 
India, Russia, Burma, Japan and the United 
States. 


It was no ordinary tour. Everywhere he 
went he talked to the leaders of the people. 
It may be that he foresaw the tremendous 


importance of bringing together the peoples | 


of India, China and Russia as a bulwark 
against the Axis. Many things have grown 
out of that tour—Cripps’ mission to Moscow, 
the coming together of China and India which 
was symbolized by Chiang Kai-shek’s visit to 
Gandhi and Nehru, and now Sir Stafford’s 
return to India. 


Cripps’ private secretary, Geoffrey Wilson, 
in a recent broadcast described the first trip. 
From day to day Cripps saw one after the 
other the spokesmen for India’s inarticulate 
millions. The striking contrasts of a land | 
of fantastic contradictions unrolled- before 
this sober, serious Englishman. 


From Gandhi’s Hut One Day 
to Viceroy’s Table the Next. 


At Wardha he had lunch with Gandhi in a 
mud hut. The great leader, who has 
preached a return to simpler ways of the past 
and non-resistance, sat cross-legged on the 
floor. Cripps sat cross-legged on a low stool. 
They ate a meal of vegetables and bread 
served by Gandhi’s disciples. Such a repast 
was quite to the liking of Sir Stafford who 
eats nothing but uncooked food—raw vegeta- 
bles, cheese, fruit and milk. To break bread 
with Gandhi in a mud hut was to cross an 
abyss that few Britishers have ever crossed. 
When Lord Halifax was Viceroy he invited 
Gandhi to dinner. The leader-prophet ac-| 
cepted the invitation but insisted on bring- 
ing his own food in an earthenware bowl. 
That a little brown man in a diaper should 
have gone todinner at the Viceregal palace 
caused a storm®f protest from the Tories in 
England. 


The day before seeing Gandhi, Cripps had 
spent with the Nizam of Hyderabad, ruler of 
one of the largest and wealthiest of the na- 
tive states of India. The day after he stayed 
with the Viceroy, Lord Linlithgow, in Cal- 
cutta. 


“It came easily to him,”’ said Wilson in his 
broadcast, ‘‘to talk with all manner of people 
That 
was typical of his short stay in India. He 
had gone there to learn and the way to learn 
was to-see the people and listen to what they 
had to say. So he saw Mohammed Ali Jin- 
nah of the Moslem League in Bombay and 
Dr. B. R. Ambedkar, leader of the 60,000,-

“He visited the ancient Indian universities. 
I don’t remember a single case where he 
didn’t somehow find time to see the repre- 
sentatives of any party or organization who 
had anything to say. For how could he learn 
if he refused to see people? He saw the life 
of India, too, schoois and teachers’ colleges, 
village industries and the textile centers of 


Bombay and something of the villages as well 


—the very heart of Indian life. 

“What he didn’t see was the sights. There 
was no time for that. As it was, we had to 
spend half our night in the train. We bor- 
rowed bedding from friends. (The equiva- 
lent of a Pullman car in India provides no 
bedding.) In the train we had to record 
the results of the day’s interviews and the 
following day. Sir Stafford would see people 
for another 12 hours or so and then set off 
again by train for the next town. It wasn't 
an easy life but then Sir Stafford isn’t inter- 
ested in the easy life when he has a job to do. 
That's what got him where he is today.” 

In this way he gained an intensive knowl- 
edge of the Indian problem. After such a 
political Cook’s tour Cripps could have no 
illusion about its difficulties. Starting out on 
his present mission, he was fully aware of 
the riddle of races and religions that he was 
called on to try to resolve. 

The Moslems, a fanatic and warlike people, 
want separate independence. They would 
break off from the rest of India those states, 
such as the Punjab, in which they have a 
large majority of the population. The Brit- 
ish fear that this separatist movement would 
result in the Balkanization of India, a move 
of particular peril now that a menacing foe 
is just off India’s borders. 


Beginning Made Toward Joint 


Action by Moslems and Hindus. 

The Hindus form the largest group. They 
dominate the All-India Congress, the nation- 
alist party, and their leader, Nehru, has a 
sympathetic following in England and the 
United States. The Hindus have long agi- 
tated in every possible way for dominion 
status for India and‘often their demonstra- 
tions have been put down with violence. 
While there is considerable pent-up bitter- 
ness over the long delay, it is possible that 
they would now be willing to accept some 
form of dominion Government.

Meanwhile, Bose, the pro-Nazi Hindu, is in 
Berlin where he makes records that are 
broadcast by the Japanese throughout the 
Far East. Bose calls on the Indians and 
all other colored peoples to revolt against 
white rule. At one point, before his flight, 
he had approximately 37 pez cent of the 
Hindus behind him. 


Potentates With One Foot in Ritz 
and Other in Fourteenth Century. 


Then there are the native states with their 
absolute rulers. Cripps’ friend, Laski, speak- 
ing of these rulers, has said: “Seventy mil- 
lion subjects cannot be left to the untender 
mercies of men many of whom still live with 
one foot in the Ritz Hotel and the other in 
the fourteenth century.”’ Most of these feu- 
dal potentates who have given India its ro- 
mantic coloration co-operate with the British, 
and in the last war, and in this one, they 
have made handsome presents to the British 
cause, 

The Maharajahs are fond of entertaining 
distinguished American and British visitors, 
and many are the tales that have come back 
of the lavishness of their hospitality. Each 
guest is provided with his own Rolls Royce, 
his own guest house, his own retinue of serv- 
ants. They offer their guests marvelous 
sport—tiger shooting on elephant-back and 
pig-sticking on horseback. How to fit these 
fabulous principalities into any modern state 
is still another phase of the Indian problem. 
The population of the native states is about 
70,000,000. 

Then there are the untouchables, 60,000,- 
000 people who by virtue of the caste they 
were borne into are outside the pale of Hindu 
or Moslem society. Modern leaders such as 
Nehru have sought to break down or modify 
the caste system but it is deeply entrenched 
in India’s past and cannot be changed over- 
night. The untouchables are fearful that

“ON PUBLIC PULSE 


Cochran of St. Louis Gets 
5500 Letters a Month, 
Figures ‘Manufactured’ 
Appeals Sometimes Ex- 
ceed 50 Pct.

WASHINGTON, March 23. 
F there is one Washington barometer 
| that is closely scanned, it is the mail pour- 

ing in on Senators and Representatives. 
That barometer reading today is stormy with 
probable squalls. 

The bitter controversy over the 40-hour 
week figures large in the assortment of mail 
dumped on congressional desks these days, 
with both sides represented by letters, post- 
cards, petitions and telegrams. 

Representative Melvin J. Maas of Minne- 
sota told the House this week that he had 
rarely, if ever before, been so impressed by 
the tone of his mail. “If you could read my 
mail, you would know this is not an in- 
spired movement,” he said of the attack on 
the 40-hour week. “It is the most genuine 
campaign in my years in Congress.” 

The mail that comes to the office of Rep- 
resentative John J. Cochran of St. Louis 
is fairly typical, except that he receives more 
than most Congressmen, not a little of it 
coming from outside his district because of 
his reputation throughout Missouri. Every 
letter that comes to Cochran’s office, and 
the average is between 5500 and 6000 a 
month, is answered in some way. Even per- 
sons who sign petitions get an acknowl- 
edgment of the interest they have shown in 
a particular issue. 

Cochran’s experience of 30 years in Wash- 
ington, first as a congressional seeretary and 
later as a Representative, has given him a 
knack of determining what communications 
are “inspired”’ by self-serving organizations 
and what reflect spontaneous and bona fide 
views of individual citizens or groups. 

The percentage of “inspired” communica- 
tions fluctuates with the nature of legislation 
before Congress. Some days the “manufac- 
tured” letters, postcards and telegrams run 
well over 60 per cent; other days they dwin- 
dle almost to zero. Detection of most of the 
“inspired” letters and post cards, even when 
written on cheap paper, is easy because of 
the similarity of wording. Form telegrams, 
promoted by the telegraph companies, also 
indicate that an organized drive is under 
way. The most effective communications are 
those in the words of a writer who is known | 
to the Congressman either personally. or by 
reputation. 


Lets Them Know He Knows. 

The amount of “inspired” mail coming to 
Cochran’s office has probably been decreased 
by the St. Louis Congressman’s occasional 
practice of writing the senders that he recog- 
nizes that they are participating in an organ- 
ized movement. 

Cochfan observes that usually the propa- 
ganda letters, both the manufactured and 
the spontaneous, are against proposed legis- 
lation rather than for it. Often these oppo- 
sition communications are so overwhelming 
that an inexperienced Congressman would 
think no one was on the other side, 

It is not alone, however, issues of the 
moment such as the controversy over the 
work-week, but a thousand and one subjects 
which the folks back home put up to their 
Congressmen. Certain never-failing topics 
recur in each batch of letters.

From Business Executives.. 

The letters on the labor controversy were 
at first almost entirely against the 40- 
hour law. From business executives, they 
were typed on expensive business stationery 
and signed by presidents and vice-presidents 
of Missouri firms. The following excerpt is 
typical of what business men had to say: 


“The time has definitely arrived when 
we must forget politics, political affilia- 
tions or inclination, have but one objec- 
tive, namely, bending every effort toward 
the furthering of any legislation that 
would tend to speed up our activities to- 
ward winning this war. 


“I am writing you this letter after * 
ing listened to numerous groups of men in 
this locality discuss the points which I am 
going to enumerate later and who have 
commented in no uncertain terms on their 
dissatisfaction over the action or inaction 
by the present Congress on the items in 
question.” 

Then the letter, running to two single 
spaced typewritten sheets, specified the legis- 
lation sought by the writer. ‘The long list 
included an “anti-strike law,” the 48-hour 
week, incorporation of unions, “requiring ail 
unions to file certified statements every 
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wage”

Grant Wood's Style. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ERMIT me to congratulate you on 

the splendid editorial concerning the 
acquisition by the City Art Museum of 
Oskar Kokoschka’s ““Harbor of Mar- 
seilles.” 

I must, however, take exception to your 
concluding statement that “even the late 
Grant Wood tried to learn the lesson be- 
fore he fell back on prettifying the Iowa 
landscape.” It is true that Wood went 
to Munich during his trip to Europe, and 
that he brought back his painstaking “re- 
gional” style from overseas, but he never 
tried to learn the lesson of Nolde, Hefer 
or Kokoschka. 

The German art movement which in- 
spired him is almost unknown to the 
American public—and deservedly so— 
since it was strongly reactionary in char- 
acter, consciously opposed to the sov- 
ereign expressive freedom of painters 
like Kokoschka. It flourished particu- 
larly in Southern Germany from the 
mid-1920s on, and proclaimed itself as the 
“Neue Sachlichkeit” (Neo-objectivism). 

Its slogan, “Return to Reality,” might 
have been more accurately phrased as 
“Escape Into Reality,” since the reality 
which these artists had in mind was the 
reality of the commonplace, of the small, 
familiar things that were completely re- 
moved from the emotional tenor of our 
time; the same reality, in other words, 
that had been discovered by the old mas- 
ters—500 years ago and was now being 
served to the public as a means of escape 
from the terrific needs and problems of 
the present. 

Significantly, the artists of the “Neue 
Sachlichkeit” were the only ones in Ger- 
many to ally themselves openly with the 
Nazis, and they have been the only group 
among German painters that was not 
only not suppressed but actively encour- 
aged by Hitler. Grant Wood's style, de- 
rived from this movement, should be la- 
beled “Isolationist” rather than “Region- 
alist,” and affords a striking analogue to 
the flowering of political isolationism in 
this country during the 1930s.

He has many explanations. For one thing, he says: 
“The RFC serves those fesponsible for war produc- 
tion policies. It does not make policies.” 

The fact is that, up to the creation of the WPB, 
Jones was the ultimate policy-maker, subject only 
to the President, on building up stock piles of critical 
materials and constructing arms plants. All other 
agencies, even the War and Navy departments, could 
only make recommendations, which he was free to 
reject. ’ 

Another Jones explanation: “Nobody was smart 
enough to foresee that we would be cut off from 
supplies in the Far Hast.” 

Is Bernard Baruch nobody? In 1919, he advised 
President -Wilson that essential war commodities 
should be developed against future emergencies. 
Was President Hoover’s War Policies Commission 
nobody? In 1931, it submitted to Congress a list 
of strategic and critical materials. Is Representative 
Faddis of Pennsylvania nobody? He introduced a 
“strategic materials bill” in 1934. Is the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board nobody? It included mobili- 
zation of war materials in its first M-day plan, 
published in 1936. Is the War Department nobody? 
It asked Congress in 1939 for $250,000,000 with which 
to acquire reserves of such materials. 

Again, as to synthetic rubber, Jones explains that 
nobody told him “to go into the development of a 
new industry.” 

William L. Batt, chief of the WPB Raw Materials 
Division, answered that one last week. It was sug- 
gested to Jones 17 months ago that he go into the 
development of an artificial rubber industry, to 
produce 100,000 tons a year, Batt said. Jones rejected 
this proposal as “wasteful and too pessimistic.” The 
President agreed with him, and the program was 
cut down to 25,000 tons. Even this was pigeonholed 
until last May, when the first manufacturing agree: 
ments were signed. 

* = 

Another Jones tack is to say that things aren’t so 
bad; that facilities for producing all the synthetic 
rubber we need will be available by the end of 1943. 

The fact is that, outside of one token plant, not 
an ounce of rubber suitable for tires is now being 
made in this country, and WPB spokesmen say there 
will be none before the end of 1942. Rubber require- 
ments for the United Nations for 1942-44 will be 
2,000,000 tons, says Price Administrator Henderson. 
If a capacity of 300,000 tons of synthetic rubber is 
reached by the end of 1943, “it will be a miracle,” 
he told the Truman committee. 

Jones also says: “We imported in 1941 1,030,000 
tons, all the rubber that could be or was produced 
in the Dutch East Indies.” That sounds like effi- 
cient rubber procurement — until we learn whom 
Jones means by “we.”

About tin, Jones proudly forecast the opening next 
month of a smelter with “an annual capacity of 
30,000 tons of fine tinefrom Bolivian ore, readily 
capable of expansion to 50,000 tons annually.” (All 
Bolivian ore has hitherto been smelted in England, 
then shipped back to this country.) 

But experts of Jones’ own Commerce Department 
say that the Bolivian mines are near exhaustion, 
so there isn’t the remotest chance of smelting 50,000 
tons of fine tin from them in a year, and even 
30,000 tons is dubious. Jones is starting his tin- 
saving pretty late in the day.

The record is not a complete blank for Jones’ 
building of stock piles. Figures given by Leon 
Henderson show that shortly before Pearl Harbor 
he had stored away the following in scarce materials: 
10 per cent as much chrome ore as is needed for a 
year of emergency consumption, 22 per cent of a 
year’s copper supply, 14 per cent of a year’s lead 
supply, 23 per cent of a year’s-manganese supply, 27 
per cent of a year’s tungsten supply and 3 per 
cent of a year’s zinc supply. These miserly stocks 
for what all the experts say is going to be a long war! 
. That’s the record, or part of it, on how Jesse Jones 
did his duty in preparing the country for a war 
emergency. It’s a record that is being scrutinized 
pretty closely over the country nowadays, and it 
ought to have White House scrutiny as well. 

The President has his own peculiar way of chas- 
tising functionaries whose slips have weakened the 
war effort. He subjects them to what might be called 
punitive promotion, For instance, Brig. Gen. Sher- 
man Miles, as Chief of Arniy Intelligence, sadly 
under-estimated the power of Germany, Russia and 
Japan. He was sent away to look after a corps area, 
and promoted to Major General, William S. Knudsen 
passed up the idea of converting the auto industry to 
war production. He was removed as OPM co-chief, 
and made a Lieutenant General. And Admiral An- 
drews, who was in general charge of the Normandie 
when it burned, has been elevated to Commander of 
the Eastern sea frontier.

SHOULD BROWDER BE RELEASED? 

Elsewhere in this section is an account of the 
movement to obtain the release of Earl Browder, 
head of the Communist party in the United States, 
from Atlanta Penitentiary, where he is serving a 
four-year sentence for violation of the passport laws. 

It is contended by the Communists that, with a 
single exception, the sentence and $2000 fine against 
Browder is the most severe punishment ever given 
in a passport case, the implication being that Browder 
was discriminated against because of his political 
beliefs. 

A large number of citizens, including Wendell 
Willkie, Abraham Flexner and Henry Pratt Fair- 
child, favor the release of Browder on the ground 
that, in a sense, he is a political prisoner and that, 
since he has already served a year in prison, a longer 
time than many other passport violators, a pardon is 
called for in the interests of justice. 

These men and the 3,000,000 other persons who 
have petitioned for Browder’s release have also in 
mind the vastly changed world picture since Judge 
Alfred C. Coxe of New York imposed the heavy sen- 
tence. That was before Germany attacked Russia. 
It was at a time when Russia’s position in world 
affairs was considered enigmatical. 

Today, Russia is an ally of the United States, 
bound by the common fight against the Axis, and 
American planes and tanks, on the President’s order, 
are being sent to Russia to aid in this common fight. 

So the Browder case poses an important question: 
Would not his release have a favorable effect on the 
relations between the United States and Russia, 
which is now fighting Hitler to a standstill? This 
is a question Mr. Roosevelt will be asked to decide, 
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IN DEFENSE OF COMMUTERS. 

Among the defeatists and enemies of America, said 
Archibald MacLeish in a speech the other day, are 
“the sluggish men on commuters’ trains.” By this 
observation, the distinguished poet, librarian and 
director of the Office of Facts and Figures will doubt- | 
less rouse a large segment of the country’s suburban 
population to a state that is several million miles 
from being sluggish.

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GOV. DONNELL AND DEMOCRATIC APPOINTEES. 

A year ago, Gov. Donnell called on the Democratic 
Legislature to join him in enacting a law which 
would establish a merit system for all departments 
in the Missouri State Government. The high-hand- 
ed Democratic majority paid not the slightest atten- 
tion to the Governor’s invitation. 

So it is with a certain poetic justice that Mr. Don- 
nell is now dismissing some of the Democrats in de- 
partments under the Governor and putting ‘Repub- 
licans in their places.

Confusion in the New York Times

This 40-Hour-Week War. 


From a New York Times Editoriat. 
HE recent action of the House of 


Representatives in refusing to suspend 
the 40-hour week for the period of the war 
was profoundly discouraging. Political ex- 
pediency easily finds arguments, and noth- 
ing seemed too ridiculous for some of the 


| defenders of the 40-hour week to say. 


Thus William Green of the AF'L delivered 
himself of the remark that to lengthen the 
standard working week beyond 40 hours 
would be “a threat to America’s war effort.” 
Other speakers also made the happy discov- 
ery that the less we work the more we 
produce, 

But the main defense of the 40-hour week 
took a new line. It now appears, according 
to spokesmen for the AFL, the CIO and the 
administration, that the 40-hour week pro- 
visions of the Wage-Hour Law are not 
hours-restricting provisions at all! They 
are wage provisions, pure and simple, and 
it is the people who say, they are hours 
provisions who are “misrepresenting” them. 

Repealing the 40-hour-week provisions, 
says Mr, Green, “would not lengthen work- 
ing hours. There is nothing in existing law 
which prevents workers from being em- 
ployed for more than 40 hours a week.” 
Nothing, except a 50 per cent penalty rate 
on all hours above that figure. 

Under the present labor shortage and war 
conditions, no one can seriously maintain 
that a 48-hour week would be ruinous to 
health or that a 40-hour week is the maxi- 


/ mum-production week. So the present de- 


fense is that these 40-hour-week provisions 
are essentially wage provisions. Are they 
defensible as such? Ig this discrimina- 
tory form of subsidy needed to get men to 
work more than a 40-hour week in wartime? 

It is not surprising that war industries 
have a longer working week than 40 hours. 
They, cam pass the 50 Per cent penalty rate 
on to the price that they charge the Govern- 
ment, and we can all pay it in our tax bills. 

As long as we insist on our present hour- 
restriction laws, therefore, let us not speak 
of this as an all-out war as far as America 
is concerned, Let us simply call it our 40- 
hour-week war,

The Attack on Labor.

Y the census of manufactures for 1939, 

New York had 34,514 establishments 
which employed 957,853 wage-earners. In 
that same count, Oklahoma had 1606 estab- 
lishments employing 28,114 persons. In 
comparison, then, Oklahoma factories em- 
ploy about 3 per cent of the number work- 
ing in New York, 

But, lo and behold, that is where a full- 
fledged campaign is launched to end the 
40-hour week, which is 40 hours only for 
straight-pay purposes and can be 50 hours 
or any other possible schedule if timé-and- 
a-half is paid for the excess over 40 under 
the Wage and Hour Law. The Congressmen 
from Oklahoma have bundles of letters to 
prove that Oklahoma wants this law cast 
out. 

Authoritative figures, show that war in- 
dustries are operating on weekly schedules 
up to 55 hours, as in machine tools. The 
aircraft plants were operating at 48.7 and 
shipbuilders at 48.2 hours in January. Time- 
and-a-half is paid oveg 40 hours and this 
is the rub, the rub which is said to be 
keeping down war production, 

. Now the British have found that the op- 
timum working week is 57 hours. Beyond 
that come diminishing returns. If that 
schedule was adopted here, there would be 
an increase over the 40-hour basis of 42 
per cent in hours and q still greatér in- 
crease in actual production. The increase 
in pay ,over the basic rate would be 15 
per cent, 

Reduction in overhead and other fixed 
charges’*might offset this almost entirely. 
And it is to be remembered that corpora- 
tion profits last year were 24 per cent above 
1940 in spite of tax increases, sudden wage 
raises and output interruptions of one kind 
or another, 

These labor proposals, it is to be feared 
stem from suspect sources, Perhaps the 


whole matter would be dropped if pro- 


ducers were required to submit figures on 
how much time-and-a-half they have in- 
cluded in the 40 billion dollars in war 
contracts which they have received.

Personal services of 
many varieties, both in the: home 
and in public, will be reduced by 
the demand for labor in war pro- 
duction, 

Under such conditions, “save” 
should become the password of the 
nation. Your Federal Government 
is setting an example in dispens- 
ing with non-essential expendi- 
tures. Although the _ so-called 
“non-defense” expenditures of gov- 
ernment total only one-tenth of 
present war expenditures, even 
this comparatively minor segment 
is being turned to war effort as 
rapidly and as completely as pos- 
sible.

But his career at the bar was 
interrupted by war ih 1914. All the 
Cripps sons volunteered for. mili- 
tary service, Stafford spent the 
first 11 months after August, 1914, 
driving a medical supplies truck 
from a base at Boulogne to the 
front. Later he Was called back to 
England and put in charge of a 
munitions plant where it was 
thought his scientific capacity 
would be most. advantageously 
used, 

As a biographer tells it, he set 
out to learn at first hand every 
process in the plant, subjecting 
himself to such a physical and 
mental strain that he suffered a 
complete collapse and remained 
more or less an invalid for the 
duration. It wag during this pe- 
riod, Cripps has said, that he first 
began to think politically, The 
war had shaken the foundations of 
his comfortable, well-intentioned 
world, It had come as a frightful 
shock to this young man with a 
latent idealism which was now to 
manifest itself. 

While he had taken a mild in- 
terest in politics, as a responsible 
gentleman would, he had never 
seriously considered what his own 
role might be. Building up his law 
practice until it became one of the 
most lucrative in the entire coun- 
try; Cripps at the same time 
worked ardently for international 
peace through church organiza- 
tions, It was not until 1929 that 
the evolution of the brilliant bar- 
rister’s political thought landed 
him in the Labor Party. His father 
had long since made the transition 
from conservatism and was named 
by Ramsay MacDonald to a place 
in the first Labor Cabinet. 

Public Office and Knighthood. 


On his own farm in Gloucester- 
shire Cripps had carried out a 
small housing experiment that at- 
tracted wide attention. Partly be- 
cause of this and partly because 
of his generous gifts to the Labor 
Party he was made Solicitor Gen- 
eral in October of 1930. At the 
same time Cripps was given the 
knighthood that traditionally goes 
with this office. As yet, however, 
he had no seat in the House of 
Commons where he belonged as a 
member of the Government. ‘ 

This deficiency Was remedied 
when the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the Labor Party per- 
suaded the East Bristol district to 
adopt Cripps as a candidate. It 
was a radical district and there 
was considerable opposition to the 
new candidate as a rich man and 
an aristocrat, But the free legal 
work he had done for miners and 
other workers stood him in good 
stead and Le was elected, 

Not for long was Sir Stafford to 
serve in' MacDonald’s second Gov- 
ernment. As the world crisis deep- 
ened through 1931, the Labor Prime 
Minister made more and more con- 
cessions the Tories. Finally 
came the famous political deal in 
which MacDonald dropped his old 
colleagues of the Labor Party, or 
most of them, and took on the 
Tories in a “National Government” 
of which he was the figurehead but 
not the master. 

Opposition Leader. 

That deal had a profound effect 

on the course of British policy. 


It tended to tie labor to the econ- 
omy-appeasement policy of Stan- 
ley Baldwin. Armament budgets 
were slashed and isolation from 
Europe was urged on the British 
people. The Laborites, who might 
conceivably have been in opposi- 
tion, were confused and muted by 
the MacDonald defection, Only a 
small group of left-wingers stood 
out in opposition. Cripps was one 
of the opposition leaders. At Labor 
Party conventions they took every 
opportunity to hammer away at 
the complacent majority. - 
Urged a “People’s Front.” 

With Laski, a professor at the 
London School of Economics, 
Aneurin Bevin, a left wing trade 
union executive—not to be con- 
fused with Ernest Bevin who is a 
member of ‘the Churchill govern- 
ment—and a few others, Cripps ar- 
gued, in 1936 and 1937, for collect- 
ive security and later for a “Peo- 
ple’s Front.” The Labor party did 
not want to hear about a popular 
front even from the wealthy aris- 
tocrat who had been so generous 
with his contributions to the party. 

Cripps and his followers saw in 
the development of the Spanish 
civil war the proof of their argu- 
ments, They insisted on every 
possible occasion that the invasion 
of Spain by German and Italian 
forces meant the beginning of a 
‘war which jeopardized the very 
life of England. But these were 
unpleasant warnings which leaders 
of the Labor Party chose to ignore. 
Along with other politicians, the 
Laborites preferred. to accept the 
myth of non-intervention. 

I saw Cripps several times in 
London in the summer of 1937. He 
felt keenly the peril to the country 
and the hopelessness of his own 
opposition to the non-intervention 
policy of the Government. With 
an almost prophetic vision he 


talked of the threat to British se-, 
curity. 


Even his friends in the 
Labor Party felt tliat he ‘would 
do better to keep silent, or to 
speak more moderately. They ¢con- 
ceded his talents but in politics 
they rated him impractical—“a 
charming fellow but politically a 
complete fool,” as one political 
economist described him. In 1939, 
he was formally expelled from his 
party. 
Burma, China and Russia. 

After his stay in India, Sir Staf- 
ford went to Burma. There he 
met W. H. Donald, adviser to 
Chiang Kai-shek, who came to in- 
vite Cripps and his secretary, Wil- 
son, to Chungking. Cripps had a 
series of conferences with the Chi- 
nese leader in the beleaguered cap- 
ital. It was then that he met the 
Soviet Ambassador to China who 
reported to Moscow Cripps’ ex- 
pressed belief that sooner or later 
Russia and Britain would be fight- 
ing together against Nazi Ger- 
many. 

This made him acceptable as 
British Ambassador to the Krem- 
lin at a time when Stalin was still 
suspicious of all things out of 
England. He arrived back in Lon 
don in April, 1940, at the beginning 
of the staggering German suc 
cesses which seemed to spell the 
end of Britain’s power. On May 
25 it was known he had been chos- 
en to head a trade mission-to Mos- 
cow. Three days later he set off 
by plane to his new assignment, 
going by way of Rome and Athens. 
Reaching Athens, he was balked

But he never 
gave up. 

Just before the German attack 
on Russia, last June 21, Cripps 
flew to London “for consultation.” 
He was in London at the time of 
the attack but returned hastily to 
Moscow. At the head of a greatly 
expanded military mission, Cripps 
signed a pact of collaboration with 
Stalin pledging the two counfries 
to work together to defeat the 
Nazis, 

Political Activity. 


When he retired from hig post 
and returned to England, his 
friends 
change in him. Many of them had 
judged him tactless, opinionated 
or even fanatic, impatient. Now, 
as J. B. Priestly, British author, 
put it in a recent broadcast, he 
seemed to have won through to 
political maturity, showing to the 
world a new patience and wisdom. 
Back in London, he might have be- 
come the head of an unofficial op- 
position in Commons, thereby ad- 
vancing hig own political career. 
Instead he accepted the tough jo 
of leader in the House of Com- 
mons, Which means he must stand 
up to the criticism that is heaped 
on the Government. 

What is more, he agreed to take 
on the vast problem of India. On 
his new mission he will need all 
the patience, all the tact, all the 
maturity he can possibly muster. 
And if he is successful, he will 
have to hig credit an achievement 
that will put him in the very top 
flight of British leadership. He 
may even be in line, as some have 
predicted from London, for the 
highest office in the gift of the 
British people.

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Tells of Early Years 
of MacArthur, 
Marshall, Other 
War Leaders,

WASHINGTON, March 238. 
Wit: almost cheek by jowl, 


in the “old army’ you have 

been brought up or served 
with men who are now three-star 
or even four-star generals, it is 
very hard to regard them with the 
awe with which the world regards 
them. 

My early time in the army was 
one of slow but certain change 
from an older order left over from 
the Civil War. Nearly all the regu- 
lar field officers were old Indian 
fighters. , Promotion was painfully 
slow. 

Some lieutenants were grandfa- 
thers, and a man hafdly expected 
his captaincy before 40, except for 
a lucky few that got the little 
spurt in advancement due to the 
Spanish-American War. 

The rest of us—and this included 
nearly every one of the army’s big 
shots today—expected to serve 40 
years and retire as majors and 
colonels if we were Jucky. 

But there were great forces mov- 
ing under the surface toward tre- 
mendous change. One of these 
was, of course, aviation. 

Most of the great flying fields 
were named for my buddies—which 
means they lost their lives in pio- 
neering days of flying. The first 
man ever killed in any airplane ac- 
cident—or even hurt—was a class- 
mate of mine, Tom Selfridge. 

A handful of junior lHeutenants 
attended the first American air- 
plane meet at Tanforan, Cal. The 
pioneer flyers of the world were 
Mearly all there. Most of the 
bunch who went up that day (ex- 
cept myself) joined the air depart- 
ment of the signal corps, and, be- 
cause they gave their lives, Lave 
airfields named for them today — 
Love, Kelley, Crissy, McChord. etc. 

Men like Lieut. Gen. Delos Em- 
mons were comrades of a slightly 
later crop, I once pinch-hit to 
command Billy Mitchell's signal 
corps company while he was away 
flying somewhere. 
Active generals like MacArthur 
(whe was a claaismate of mine) or 


like McNair, Wainwright and Stil- 
well (who were contemporary 


schoolmates at West Point) were 
comrades in the army afterward. 

Recalling them fondly to mem- 
ory as awkward, gangling kids, 
frequently under the terrible em- 
barrassment of the old West Point 
hazing system, it is difficult to 
realize that they have developed 
into great world figures with ter- 
rific responsibilities for the fate 
and future of the nation in their 
hands. 

There was little enough on which 
to forecast such a career then. 
Marshall was not so close. We 
entered the Army at about the 
same time, but only served togeth- 
er @ short while in the humble po- 
sition of “sand rats,” or target 
markers at a rifle meet, 

Yet I can remember quite clear- 


which, without a single exception, 
they had in common — rather 
rare things in those days of the 
Army. For want of better words 
let’s call them extreme simplicity 
and sympathy for the other fel- 
low’s position and point of view, 
especially if the other fellow was 
of lower rank as an officer or was 
an enlisted man. 

There was—and there still is— 
no brass-hat “side” among these 
men—no strutting insistence on 
their importance, not because of 
anything they have done, but be- 
cause they are “officers and gen- 
tlemen by act of Congress.” 

This outstanding quality plus the 
fact that they were happy to be 
soldiers and had faith that hard 
work and effort with every job 
well done would some day win 
recognition, even if that day v -re 
as distant as doom, are the dis- 
tinguishing marks of every single 
one of these men. Not one, except 
MacArthur, had any boyhood ad- 
vantage of wealth or distinction. 

With no exceptions, soldiers love 
them. Every year, or on every 
change of commanders throughout 
long years, officers have submitted 
to Washington “efficiency” reports 
on the conduct of their work. It 
doesn’t take many bad or indiffer- 
ent reports to kill a career. 

A single spiteful or biased com- 
mander may do a lot of harm, but 
if the average from all kinds of 
authorities is very high you may 
be pretty sure the subject is an 
unusual product. 

With the exception of Mac 
Arthur, none of these men is the 

type of natural genius. 
Every last one of them, however, 
is a simple man’s heman who 
knows and loves his profession, 
and if real genius is “an infinite 
capacity for taking pains” they all 
qualify in that category. Every 


one is a national asset.

Under the law and departmental 
regulations, Browder’s application 
for a parole could be acted on im- 
mediately by the Parole Board, of 
which Arthur D. Wood is chair- 
man, with his release to be effec- 
tive July 24 or any date thereafter. 
If Browder is not pardoned or 
paroled, he is scheduled to be re- 
leased April 22, 1944, providing he 
has the expected record of good 
behavior. 

Parole is a privilege, not a right, 
and the Parole Board, were it so 
minded, could set up various re- 
strictions on Browder which would 
greatly handicap him in his politi- 
cal activity.

Henry .Geselbracht Jr. Is 
_ Fourth St. Louisan to Have 
Joined A. V. G. 


One of the flyers with the Amer- 
ican Volunteer Group fighting for 
the Chinese Government in Burma, 
whose home has been given in 
press dispatches as Los Angeles, 
lived 13 years in St. Louis, leaving 
here in 1937, it was learned yes- 
terday. : 

He is Henry Mason Geselbracht 
Jr., 25 years old, St. Louis ‘Univer- 
sity High School graduate and for- 
mer student at Washington Univer- 


sity, where he was a member of 
Beta Theta Pi fraternity. He lived 
with his parents at 6050 Odell 
street. ‘ 

Geselbracht is the fourth St. 
Louisan known to have resigned 
from the Army or Navy’to join the

than 300 Japanese planes, although

Jr. was killed Jan. 80 in action, 
the details of which have not 
been learned by his parents, Mr.

Clubs, schools, col- 
leges and public park authorities 
will be urged to co-operate in or- 
ganizing at least one clinic for 
the benefit of their community and 
to make their courts available. 


“6. We will help the American

Coast Japs on the Move 


Evacuees Caught in Backwash of War Being Treated 
With the Utmost Consideration as They Make Forced 
Migration From Restricted Areas to the Semi-Deserted 
Town of Manzanar, 235. Miles North of Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES, March ‘28. 
ARTIME history is being 
made here this week. It is 
being made under pressure 
of the United States Army and by 
thousands of alien and Japanese- 
born Americans caught in the grim 
backwash of war. California Japa- 
nese at last are on the move. 


Comprising the advance guard of 
nearly 100,000 Japanese in Cali- 
fornia, hundreds of Nipponese, 
long under suspicion and causing 
endless unrest, have left Los An- 
geles and vicinity for the semi- 
deserted téwn of Manzanar. Other 
thousands will follow speedily, and 
locate at Manzanar and other cen- 
ters being set up by the United 
States Government. It is the 
long-hoped-for exodus led by a 
modern Moses wearing a United 
States Army uniform. 


Manzanar, 235 miles north of 
Los Angeles, nestles in Owens 
River Valley not so very far from 
towering Mount Whitney. Close 
at hand are the snowcapped peaks 
of the high Sierras. Singularly 
enough, Owens Valley itself—situ- 
ated in the direct path of the 
mighty Los Angeles Aqueduct—has 
often set the stage for violent ac- 
tion between American ranchers 
and constituted authorities. Their 
particular brawl was over water 
rights and the possession of prop- 
erty. Dynamitings were not un- 
usual, lengthy, bitter court fights 
quite frequent. Eventually the 
ranchers were bought out—their 
fruit trees neglected—and now the 
Nipponese are swarming in. 

The initial advance of the Japa- 
nese was comparatively small. It 
included a handpicked crew in- 
cluding cooks, waiters, carpenters, 
electricians, plimbers, physicians, 
nurses, artists and artisans. These 
paved the way for the first one 
thousand. 
things ready, in prefabricated 
homes and community houses, for 
additional evacuees. ; 

Meantime, temporary receiving 
stations were set up at Santa Anita 
race track, near Los Angeles, 
while other states—notably Nevada 
—let out a determined roar against 
the possibility of similar invasions. 
But the Army was firm. The chiefs 
said the Japanese were going from 
the restricted zones — and going 
they surely were—and that quickly. 

It made a striking picture as the 
first units, by train and army cara- 
van, moved out of Los Angeles, 
Fish Harbor and Pasadena, and

Japanese ~ American leaders 
have suggested that various 
plants be located here. One sug- 
gestion is that a defense plant 
for the manufacture of non- 
vital parts of military aircraft 
be built in or near the camp. 
Triggs said: 

“The center will consist of 48 
city blocks. These will house 
roughly 10,000, There will be 
community wards of five or 10 
blocks each. Ward representa- 
tives will be responsible for 
neatness and orderliness.” 

Efforts will be made, he add- 
ed, to supply qualified Anjieri- 
can teachers for schools, and 
clean athletics will be encour- 
aged. Handicrafts will be 
launched and numerous kindred 
activities will be inaugurated— 
but one thing is out: “There 
will be no fan dancing.”

With the exception 
of one or two rusty and creaking 
model A’s and T’s, there was little 
to distinguish this strung-out cara- 
van from a long procession of pros- 
perous Sunday drivers. 


Your Southern California Jap- 
anese, having a business of his 
own.and a mind of his own, has 
prospered mightily in the lush 
years. He has had his fat. busi- 
ness and he has had his sleek 
sedan. Many of these men, or 
their relatives, ve been identi- 
fied with this, that, or the other 
activity—ranging from well-paid 
clerks to bank cashiers and similar 
executives—and they have bought 
what they wanted when they want- 
ed it.

VACUEES will be paid a secur- 
E ity wage ranging from $50 a 

month for unskilled workers to 
$94 monthly for highly skilled 
workmen, and a'subsistence deduc- 
tion of $15 monthly will be ar- 
ranged, If the present plan is car- 
ried out, the remainder of the 
wage will not be paid in cash, It 
will be credited to each evacuee’s 
account in the reception center. 

There will be canteens and to- 
bacco stores but no liquor. Here 
the evacuee may spend up to the 
amount of his or her credit. Many 
other conveniences abound. 

Eventually, as the weeks pass, 
thousands will arrive at this major 
clearing house in Owens Valley. 
California itself is expected to clear 
in rapid order between 90,000 and 
93,000. 

There’ was one noticeable touch 
of sadness as the trek started. It 
came from American-born Japa- 
nese girls about to leave the com- 
forts of Los Angeles for the dis- 
comfort of Manzanar. 

“Tt all seems so sad,” an 18-year- 
old girl said to me. “I was born 
here, I am just as American as 
yourself, except for the color of 
my skin—I have many American 
friends in high school and in col- 
lege. Yet I feel unwanted, mis- 
trusted,:and now we must go. 
Well, I go willingly, if sadly, and 
I hope all this will soon be over. 
It is too cruel, this war.” 

She was surrounded by eight or 
ten bright high school girls, stand- 
ing in a toy store in Little Tokyo. 
All seemed depressed, ill at ease. 

“We worked here during the 
pre-Christmas rush,” she explained, 
pointing to star-eyed dolls and 
gaudy gimcracks, “and all was so 
gay, so full of joy. The streets 
were jammed with happy, care-free 
people, buying this or that, hurry- 
ing home with pretty toys for 
children. And now—”-she broke

I have known him to eat six eggs 
for breakfast, follow them with two 
pickled herrings and a dish of 
sauerkraut and wash the whole lot 
down with a quart of beer. 


His dinners are tremendous. He 
goes on eating long after everyone 
else hag left the table. This 
amuses Hitler who often says that 
“little Hermann must keep his 
strength up.” 

There has been_a lot of nonsense 
written about Goering’s uniforms. 
He has no more than many other 
Nazi leaders. Actually his favorite 
suits are ordinary blue, faintly pin- 
striped lounge suits. He is care- 
ful, too, about his tailoring. What- 
ever he wears fits his vast bulk 
perfectly. The first time I saw 
him he weighed just under 280 
pounds. He was worried about it 
and went down to the kitchens 
himself to talk with the cooks and 
see if they could not provide him

Goering is not a religious man. 
He has always supported the pa- 
ganism of the Third Reich. But 
one of his staff told me that he 


. wears a small gold cross hanging 


from a chain round his bull neck 
and that he never takes it off 
night or day. He was once asked 
about it. He flushed with anger 
and roughly told the questioner to 
mind his own business. It may 
have some religious significance 
for the second man in the Reich 
or it may be some sentimental 
relic. For Goering is sentimental. 
He has the brutality of the Prus- 
sian officer and can, when neces- 
sary, be completely ruthless. But 
a really genuine appeal to Goer- 
ing usually produces results. 


I remember one case in particu- 
lar. A young man aged 20 had 
been sent to a concentration camp 
for some remark against the re- 
gime. He was the only son of 
his widowed mother. He arrived 
in the camp a fortnight before 


Christmas. A week before ‘Christ-. 


mas his mother wrote a pathetic 
letter to Goering, saying that this 
would be the first. Christmas her 
son had spent away from home, 
that he was really a good boy but 
a little rash in his speech. Could 
he help her? 
_ Now Goering insists on looking 
at all letters addressed to him. He 
read this and at once phoned 
through to the camp commander 
ordering the lad’s immediate re- 
lease. And for Christmas he sent 
an enormous goose and three bot- 
tles of cognac to the widow with 
a personal note. “Best wishes for 
Christmas. But tell your boy to 
think before he speaks next time.” 
Goering has a passion for toy 
trains. His country home has one 
huge room fitted up with a net- 
work of railway lines on which 
superb models of trains run past 
miniature stations, through tun- 
nels and across bridges. He was 
always bringing photographs of 
this room to Berchtesgaden and 
discussing mechanical points with 
the various mechanics on the 
Hitler hates being touched, He 
only shakes hands when a cere- 
monious occasion demands it. But 
Goering slaps him on the back— 
and I think Hitler likes it. For, 
in spite of their quarrels, the 
Fuehrer is very fond of Goering. 
He respects Himmler, but has a 
real affection for Goering. 


His hunting parties are famous.

But I don’t think he has ever 
given one to Dr. Joseph Goebbels, 
the man he hates and despises 
with a terrifying intensity. 

Goebbels is the exact opposite 
of Goering. He is small, slim 
and dark. No one hag ever 
known him to perform one gen- 
erous action. The best thing 
about him is hig voice. It can be 
soft or liquid or vibrant with pas-

sion. Hitler’s is harsh and, at 
times, inclined to be nasal. Goeb- 
bels’ is far more attractive. He 
uses it a lot, for he rarely stops 
talking. 

Once, in the early summer of 
1938, he must have spoken a little 
too much for Goering’s patience. 
They were both staying at Berch- 
tesgaden and toward the end of 
Goebbels’ stay I met him on the 
stairs. I stood deferentially pressed 
against the wall as he went past 
me, but I glanced at his face. It 
was set in an ugly scowl and a 
livid weal marked one cheek. Nat- 
urally, I was curious and started 
asking cautious questions from oth- 
er members of the staff. From one 
of them I finally got the truth. 

Goering had just come from a 
drive. He was walking through 
the entrance hall when Goebbels 
appeared. Goebbels made some wit- 
ty but malicious remark about 
Goering’s appearance, a remark 
which the genial Hermann would 
probably have laughed aside if it 
had come from anyone else, 


But he did not laugh. He pulled 
off one of his long, heavy leather 
gloves and slashed the little doctor 
across the face with it. Then 
walked on. A guard on duty saw 
the whole incident. 

Naturally Hitler asked for some 
explanation of Goebbels’ marked 
face and Goering said what had 
happened. Hitler was annoyed. 

*“T can’t have this continual 
squabbling!” he cried. “You behave 
like children.” 

Goering scowled and said noth- 
ing. He refused to apologize.’ So 
did Goebbels. Their hatred of each 
other was far too bitter for even 
Hitler to be able to quench it. 

Goebbels is a dandy. But, of course, 
nothing can conceal his deformed 
foot, a physical infirmity of which 
he ig extremely sensitive. It must 
account for much of his venom and 
malice. He always treated the serv- 
ants at Berchtesgaden with inso- 
lence and was continually com- 
plaining about their work. Fortu- 
nately no one took much notice of 
these comp:aints. 

I don’t believe that Goebbels be- 
lieves in anything. He. was behind 
every attack on religion that was 
launched during my stay at Berch- 
tesgaden. 

In January, 1987, Goebbels, who 
is a good driver, took his car out 
on the roads east of Berlin. On 
his way back he passed through 
the villiage of Wereneuchen with- 
out slackening speed. Just as he 
reached the outskirts an elderly 
man stepped into the road. Goeb- 
bels made no attempt to swerve. 
He hit the man and sent him 
flying high in the air, He hit the 
ground a broken, shattered mass 
of flesh, | 
and then had one of his agents 
phone the village to find out 
whom he had killed. It was the 
village priest. 

“And that was the most pleasant 
afternoon’s driving I’ve ever done,” 
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Goebbels reached Berlin 


appear in the German press. This 
censorship was hardly necessary, 
for he told everyone who met him 
about it. He hates Roman Cath- 
olics and was always urging Hitler 
to take severe steps against them. 

But Goebbels is a friend of the 
Jews. When I say that, I do not 
mean that he does not attack them 
in the press he controls. He does; 
most vehemently. Yet he has sev- 
eral Jewish friends. Hitler’s hatred 
of Jews is something pathological. 
Goebbels only pretends. I know 
this because one of his friends is 
a former Jewish librarian of the 
Preussische Staatsbibliothek in the 
Unter den Linden, and several times 
this man has been sent out of 
Germany to collect rare books for 


Goebbels’ library. Goebbels is the 


best educated of all the Nazis and 
he. has got together a magnificent 
library of eighteenth century liter- 
ature. Hitler sometimes borrows 
books from him—a thing which 
Goebbels hates for the Fuehrer 
always reads with a large red pen- 
cil in his hand and scores scarlet 
lines alongside the passages of 
which he approves.

OEBBELS’ affairs with women 

are notorious throughout Ger- 

many. Most of them are con- 
ducted in a villa he owns in the 
Paulsbornerstrasse in the Charlot- 
tenburg district of Berlin. I have 
never seen it, only photographs. 
But I have spoken to servants who 
have worked there. They all agree 
on one thing: it is one of the most 
luxurious houses in Germany. From 
there start the periodic scandals 
which continually anger the Fueh- 
rer. I cannot imagine Hitler wor- 
rying over much about the morals 
of his leaders, but he certainly wor- 
ries when the man in the street 
begins gossiping. And the Fueh- 
rer is.very fond of Magda Goeb- 
bels, the little doctor’s wife. 


He once showed it very pointed- 
ly. Hitler invited Goebbels and 
his wife to Berchtesgaden for two 
or three days. 

I saw Goebbels arrive, but out of 
the car there stepped — not his 
wife—but a very attractive blonde 
with an exciting figure. She was a 
Viennese and a very minor star, 
but also the star in Goebbels’ life 
for. the moment. She wore a 
sable coat that must Have cost 
thousands of marks. She entered 
the house and was taken to a room 
adjoining that of Goebbels. Neither 
of them saw the fFuehrer until 
dinner that evening. As they en- 
tered the dining room, Goebbels 
led her up to where Hitler was 
standing and introduced her. Hit- 
ler ignored her.

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Patriotic Housewives Finding It's Not So Hard—Sugarless Recipes 


By Edwin Neff 


See P 
MERICANS, until a few short 


weeks ago accustomed to all 


the sugar they could edt, are’ 
learning that life on less sugar is 


not too sour. 

Mr. and Mrs. America now slip 
a lump of maple sugar or a tea- 
spoonful of honey into the break- 
fast coffee—or have convinced 


themselves they really need no 


sweetening at all in coffee or tea. 


Their children are learning to 
reach for a handful of raisins in- 
stead of a chocolate drop. There 
ig even a glimmer of hope that 
young Americans will learn to like 
fruit drinks instead of sugar-rich 


pop. 

But most active in the patriotic 
life on rationed sugar will be 
American housewives. To help 
them meet their families’ craving 
for sweets, the Department of Ag- 
riculture’s Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics has published a carefully 
tested list of more than a score 
of reduced-sugar recipes. 


A mimeographed copy can be 
had by mailing a penny postcard 
to the Consumer Division, Office 
of Price Control, Washington, 
D. C., which ig distributing the 
recipes. : 

These recipes are based on 
scientific research which proves 
that fruit, corn syrup, honey, 
maple sugar and syrup and sor- 
ghum syrup can be partially or 
completely substituted Yor sugar. 
B. H. E. diet authorities are con- 
vinced that America will discover 
that even with less sugar it's a 
sweet world after all. 

Uncle Sam’s cooks have learned, 
for example, that a cup of sugar 
may be replaced by a cup of honey, 
or 1% cups of sorghum syrup, two 
cups of corn syrup or a cup of 
maple syrup. When liquid sweet- 
eners are used, the amount of 
liquid in other ingredients should 
be reduced about one-third. 


The recipes were designed to 
make the most of natural sugar in 
fruits and other foods to help 
spread your sugar ration. The 
Bureau of Home Economics has 
added these sugar thrift rules to 
remember: 


1. Serve cooked fruits hot to get 
the most of their sweetness. 

2. Save syrup from canned fruit 
to sweeten other fruit, pudding 
sauce or vegetables. : 

3. Add a pinch of salt to increase 
the sweetening power of sugar in 
cooked food. 

4. Be sure all sugar is completely 
dissolved to get full sweetness.

Trip to West Indies 
A Fresh Experience 


Bahama Passage" Shows Advantages 
Of Movie-Making on Actual Location. 


By Colvin McPherson 


T costs money when you pack up and take 40 men and women, 
1* Technicolor cameras, food and housing away off down in the 

West Indies, 4000 miles from Hollywood, just to film a picture, but 
that’s what they did for “Bahama Passage,” main feature now at the 
Ambassador Theater. The project requires planning, it requires cour- 
age. An enthusiastic publicity man for the Paramount studio adds 
that there was more equipment to be toted down there than Admiral 
Byrd took to the South Pole. 

‘Bahama Passage,” as a result, is a much better picture than it 
would have been without the journey, and the courage, and the color 
cameras. In fact, it is an extraordinary film, a unique film, because 
of them. Its location trip has given it not only an unused setting but 
the added’ drama that always comes from convincing authenticity. 

About the setting. Some 1000 miles south and east of Miami, 436 
miles south of Nassau and 12 miles from the nearest recognizable map- 
speck, Grand Turk, is tiny Salt Cay, used by Nelson Hayes as the 
locale for his novel, “Dildo Cay,” from which “Bahama Passage” was. 
taken. To Salt Cay went Producer-Director Edward H. Griffith, his 
stars, Madeleine Carroll and Stirling Hayden, other players, camera 
crew and, no doubt, publicity men, to be on hand in case anything 
should happen to Miss Carroll and Hayden, which did and got into all 
the papers. 

The color cameras, properly protected from a blinding sun, cap- 
tured the matching blue of sky and sea, the deep green of scanty 
vegetation, the golden shock of Hayden hair, the golden waves of the 
Carroll coiffure, the tanned skin in each case, the blue eyes and so 
on. Miss Carroll is still the most beautiful blond being in the world, 
if Mr. Hayden can be barred from competition. 

Director Griffith and the cameramen didn’t toy around much with 
color combinations. Mainly “Bahama Passage” consists of blue, tur- 
quoise, gold, gray, wheat and white. Especially white, since Salt Cay 
is stacked with good old sodium chloride extracted from the sea. Once 
or twice in the film there is a flash of livelier hue in the purplish red 
of bougainvillea, the scarlet of royal poinciana or the startling crim- 
son of Mary Anderson’s dress. Miss Anderson is the wife edged out 
by Miss Carroll. | 

And all for the best, too, for Stirling and Madeleine are really in 
love. The fact that his mother, Flora Robson, is a neurotic and her 
father, Leo G. Carroll, a crook, all is taken care of and our golden- 
haired Adam and Eve have Salt Cay all to themselves. It is a fas- 
cinating diversion to visit Salt Cay and see how it all comes about,

- And See America as Is 

NE wonders how fascinating “Bahama Passage” would have been 
0 the location jaunt. It seems that in the case of Techni- 

color films, authenticity is especially needful. Not many weeks 
ago, a frail and disjointed tale entitled “Captains of the Clouds” was 
gaved by having been filmed in color, in its actual setting of Canadian 
lakes, forests and flying fields. 

Thinking back a little, there was “I Wanted Wings” which showed 
Randolph Field and other American training centers as they were in 
1941. Who can forget the beauty of desert and mesa in “Billy the 
Kid,” filmed with its true geography? “Virginia,” in which Miss Car- 
roll and Hayden were teamed last year, had all the sentimental appeal 
of the Old Dominion from having been filmed in the country around 
Charlottesville. “Maryland” and “Kentucky” before that lived be- 
cause of their color and genuine backgrounds, even though some of 
California crept in. And ever and again, in conversation, somebody 
recalls “Wings of the Morning” and the breath-taking beauty of 
Ireland. 

California’s film-makers are clever and know well the scenic 
resources of the West Coast. They can find a New England near 
Santa Cruz, Gunga Din’s India at Lone Pine and a pretty good Sahara 
Desert no farther away than Yuma, Ariz. But Catalina Island would 
never have served for Salt Cay and “Jesse James,” as reckless as it 
was with facts, could be forgiven in Missouri because it depicted the 
leafy hillsides of the Ozarks as Ozarkers know them.

“nieces” to the old maid and her scorn, and to project a typically 
French thought pattern. |
